The gregarious behaviour of marching locust hoppers (Locusta migratoria 
migratorvoides). sak 
[ ABSTRACT. ] ~ 
When populations of locusts are high, the individuals live together in large 
groups. The nymphs’or hoppers form bands and during the day they wander 
or march, the individuals of the band tending to move in the same direction. 
A hopper taken from such a band ig far less active when alone than in the group. 
Under suitable conditions hoppers will march in cages, and it has been possible 
to measure the increase in marching activity with increasing numbers of hoppers 
per cage. An investigation of the interactions between hoppers that lead to this 
increase in activity has been carried out, and the experiments will be described. 
The two most important factors are the physical contact between hoppers in a 
band and a specific opto-motor response to moving hopper bodies: that is, there 
is a tendency for hoppers to walk parallel with other individuals. 


The paper will be illustrated by lantern slides.
